“I  don’t  have  eijough  tears” 

On  a  roller  coasier  in  Lebanon 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (BP)— A  yea  after  Is¬ 
rael  hnraded  Lebanon  the  second  of  heavy 
guns  still  revaber^tes  through  tbe  hills  loutfa- 
.eaat  of  Beirut 

Southern  Baptist  missionaries,  along  with 
,!  rhannss  Baptists,  feel  they  have  spent  the 
year  on  a  roUa  coaster,  traveling  at  high 
apaad  fcanttw  heights  of  hope  and  joy  into 
sudden  pits  of  disaKMhitment  and  fea. 

Casualty  figures,  like  lost  opportunities,  are 
hard  on  tte  consciences  of  missionaries.  One 
missionary  says,  “I  don’t  have  enough  tears. 
Tte  blood  of  thM  who  died  without  Christ 
criea  out  ki  judgment  against  any  apathy  we 
hnl  in  the  past’’ 

Last  year,  when  the  Lebanese  army  took 
west  Bdrut  supported  by  troops  from  die  Un¬ 
ited  States,  Prance  and  ItMy,  a  kind  of 
eupboria  broke  out.  People  felt  that  after 
seven  years  of  bloodshed,  the  war  finally  was 
over. 

Disillusionment  came  early.  In  Tripoli,  to 


the  north,  fighting  broke  out  between  pro-and 
anti-Syrian  forces.  Phalangist  militiamen 
moved  behind  the  Israeli  mvay  into  the  Shouf 
ymftitaiiw,  a  Druse  area  with  many  “(Surist- 
ian’’  villa^.  and  fighting  ensued. 

In  Beirut  car  bombs  shattered  the  calm. 
The  international  forces  were  attacked. 

When  a  powerful  explosion  destroyed  a 
large  part  d  the  American  embassy,  almost 
everyone,  it  seemed,  lost  a  rdative  or  a  friend 
or  M  least  a  measure  of  faith  that  anyme  was 
san.  Sandbags  reappeared  on  the  sidewalks. 

'nien  agreonent  was  announced  between 
Israel  and  Lebanon.  Within  the  hour,  war 
exploded  again  in  the  mountains. 

Meanwhile,  a  kind  of  social  diaos  has  pre¬ 
vailed.  Because  of  official  efforts  to  eject  de¬ 
structive  illegal  aliens,  thousand  of  people 
loyal  to  LebaM  who  hwe  been  living  in  the 
country  for  years— some  all  their  lives— 
without  citizenship  suddenly  needed  proper 
papers. 

’The  polarization  of  religious  conununities 


that  took  place  during  thA  long  years  of  war 
has  produced  apparently  tasoluUe  proUems 
for  many  evangelical  convents.  One  couple, 
though  both  are  now  Christians,  come  from 
Palestinian  and  Druse  backgrounds  and  seem 
to  be  in  the  wroc«  place  wherever  they  go. 
Fqiially  alienated  are  Palestinians  who  did  not 
fight.  They  have  no  community  uid  no  rights 
in  Lebanon. 

Persomel  of  tbe  Baptist  mission  have  seen 
doors  to  ministry  open,  but  generally  have 
been  unable  to  claim  the  opportunities. 

from  the  south  began  returning  to 
their  homes  and  farms,  long  in  a  battle  zone. 
They  need  building  material  and  spiritual 
help;  but  the  mission  has  heavy,  long-term 
responsibilities  and  is  not  geared  for 
emergencies. 

Pete  Dunn,  missionary  director  of  radio 
ministries,  says  even  now  1,000  witnesses  are 
needed  to  spend  the  next  three  to  six  months  in 
Lebanese  villages.  But  where  are  the 
thousand,  he  asks. 


Years  ago  (dans  were  made  to  send  a  couple 
to  live  in  Skion.  Then  the  war  came,  and  the 
time  and  circumstances  were  all  wrong.  ^- 
denly,  last  fall,  it  was  time  to  move  into  Sidon, 
but  tbero  were  no  personnel. 

Once,  few  people  in  the  world  dared  walk 
into  a  Palestinian  refugee  camp.  But  last  year , 
after  the  fighters  were  expelled,  after 
thousands  had  died  under  the  planes  and  more 
had  been  slaughtered  in  the  alleys,  CSiristian 
Lebaaese-^-Baptists  among  them— walked 
into  the  cainps  to  try  to  say,  “We  care.”  ^ 

At  first  just  Ibtoied  to  people  cry  and 
offered  to  pray  for  fitem.  The  wonder  d  it  was 
that  no  one  rcduwd  to  let  a  Christian  pray  for 
him.  Before  long  people  were  turniiw  to  Ciuist 
and  Bible  studies  woe  established. 

The  mission  has  helped  with  literature, 
(M’ayo',  clothes  and  a  few  visits  to  heartbro- 
km,  fri^tened  pe<^e.  But  because  of  person¬ 
nel  shortages,  there  Is  no  one  to  commit  to 
mbiistry  in  the  camps. 

While  these  oppwtonities  opened,  the  whole 
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Shouf  Mountain  afra  dosed.  The  uaposi  mis¬ 
sion  in  Bhamdoun  has  become  inaixessible 
and  is  without  leadership.  Our  mission  in 
Riyaq  is  isolated  from  otbw  Baptists.  Baptist 
pastos  in  both  Riyaq  and  Ain  Dara,  in  the 
mountains,  have  been  kidnapped  ai^  hdd 
overnight  in  sqiarate  incidents. 

For  most  of  the  year  travel  to  ’Tripoli,  Leba¬ 
non’s  second  largest  city ,  has  been  unwise  for 
missionary  Mabel  Summos,  who  assists  the 
Baptist  diurch  there.  ’The  pasfax-  was  injured 
by  m  exi^osion  near  his  home.

Supreme  Court  upholds 
tuition  tax  deductions

WASHING’TON  (BP)— Ih  a  decision 
ef  hbtoric  proportions,  the  U.S.  Sup¬ 
reme  Court  ruled  June  29  that  states 
may  provide  aid  in  the  form  of  tuition 
tax  (Auctions  to  parents  who  send 
their  children  to  parochial  schoob. 

The  broadly-worded  decision,  which 
split  the  high  court  54,  leaves  open  the 
possibility  that  tuition  tax  cr^ts  at 
both  state  and  federal  levels  may 
likewise  be  upheld  in  the  future.

u.  s.  pressure  can  influence 
Romania,  says  Baptist  leader 


WASHINGTON  (EP)-When  Presi- 
wtReagancutiolftbespecialtrad- 
mgsUtas  for  Romania,  there  wUl  be  a 
••ve^  rdigkNis  peraecutkn  in  the 
a  prominent  Romanian  Bap- 
W  iMte  who  recently  emigraled  to 
U.S.  told  Religious  News  Service, 
^t  the  Baptist  leader,  loan  T^ 
ww.  »iid  he  nonetheless  favors  the 
punned  U.S.  action  against  Roniania 
Iwcause  he  believes  it  would  “in  the 
hng  run"  force  the  Eastern  Use  na- 
tioo  to  ease  up  on  represskn  against 
'vUfious  and  human  rights  groups. 

In  an  interview  in  which  he  spoke 
through  an  interpreter,  Teodosin  dted 
Us  own  case  as  an  exainple  of  how  UB. 
pressure  can  inflwmce  Romania  as 
*U1  as  other  nation  behind  the  iron 
curtain.  “I  would  not  be  here  if  hot  for 
the  prayers  and  interventioo  of  U.S. 
groups,”  he  said. 

As  sp^esman  for  the  dissident 
Romanian  Christian  Committee, 
Teodosiu  was  imprisoned  from  De¬ 
cember,  ItSl,  to  March,  1982,  for 
transmitting  infsnnatioo  to  religious 
rights  groups  in  the  West  about  religi¬ 


ous  repressioo  in  Roiumia. 

According  to  the  wmmission  on 
SeiWity  and  Cooperatton  in  Europe,  a 
congreniooal  group  Which  monitors 
compliance  witti  the  lielainki  human 
rights  accords,  he  was  released  from 
prison  and  allowed  to  emigrate  on 
March  19  “thanks  to  vigorous  Western 
intercession.”  1 

Pressure  on  Romania  generated  by 
a  number  of  rdigioiii  rights  groups, 
most  of  them  evan#  licid  Christian, 
took  tte  form  of  pub  k  outcries  and 
letters  and  telephoj^e  calls  to  the 


Romanian  embassy  here.  Also  con¬ 
tacting  the  embassy  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
Teodosiu  were  government  officials, 
indudl^  Sens.  M^rk  Hatfidd  (RrOR) 
and  Jesse  Helms  (R-NC).

Suppose  someone  were  to  ask  you  this  question.  What  is  eternal  life?  Your  first 

thought  might  be  “heaven”  or  “living  forever.”  Those  are  certainly  elements  of 

eternal  life  More  careful  thought  might  cause  you  to  say,  “This  is  the  quality  of 

life  when  one  has  accepted  Jesus  Chrirt  as  personal  Savior.” 
niis  would  include  “living  forever,” 

Let’s  see  what  scripture  tdls  us  about  Vernal  life.  Jesus 
said,  “And  this  k  eternal  life,  that  they  may  know  thee,  the 
only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  thou  hast  sent”  (John 
17:3  NASV).  This  definition  is  a  great  deal  more  than  “pie  in 
the  sky.”  It  is  here  and  now  . . .  knowing  fWd. 

As  Christians,  and  particularly  as  Baptist,  we  hear  and  see 
a  lot  about  poformance.  We  live  in  a  perlirmance  oriented 
society.  Many  of  us  are  evaluated  in  our  joM,  our  homes,  and 

Hardy  our  churches,  based  on  our  performance  of  certain  tasks.  The 

Bible  does  say  that  as  Christians  we  are  to  do  Bible  reading,  prainng,  witnessing, 
worshiping,  and  fellowshiping.  These  can  be  done  in  emptiness,  however,  if  our 
relationship  with  (k>d  is  shoved  down  to  the  end  of  the  list. 

How  do  you  get  to  know  a  person?  Obviously,  you  talk,  listen,  and  spend  time 
with  that  parson.  Most  of  us  spend  time  with  the  people  we  love  the  most^-our 
families  and  our  closest  friends,  (hn  you  count  God  as  your  family  and  as  your 
closest  friend,  according  to  the  amount  of  time  you  spend  with  him? 

How  imporUmt  is  it  for  us  to  know  God?  “Thus  says  the  Lord,  ‘L«t  not  a  wise 

man  boast  of  his  wisdom,  and  let  not  the  mighty  man  boast  of  hts  might,  let  not  a 

rich  man  boast  of  his  riches;  but  let  him  who  boasts  boast  of  this,  that  he 
understands  and  knows  Me,  that  I  am  the  Lord  who  exercises  loving-kindness, 
justice,  and  righteousness  on  earth;  for  I  delight  in  these  things,’  declares  the 
Lord”  (Jeremiah  9:23-24  NASV).

The  report,  overwhelmingly  ac¬ 
cepted  in  a  show  of  hands  at  the  bien¬ 
nial  General  Synod,  which  closed  June 
28,  says  a  person’s  “sexual  orientation 
is  not  a  moral  issue,  but  that  sexual 
behavior  does  have  moral  signifi¬ 
cance.” 

In  the  debate,  the  synod  refused  to 
consider  another  statement  on  (3irist- 
ian  marriage  and  family  life  that  said 
any  sexual  union  outside  marriage 
“d«ies  God’s  created  order.”  Propo¬ 
nents  of  that  resolution  included  a 
group  called  United  (Church  People  for 
Biblical  Witness,  formed  in  1978  by 
those  urging  the  denominatioo  to  turn 
toward  m<»«  traditional  views  of  sex¬ 
uality  and  marriage. 

The  report  accepted  in  Pittsburgh 
said  the  synod  belkwes  “present  know¬ 
ledge  about  the  bases  of  sexual  orien¬ 
tation  and  behavior  is  incomplete.  The 
ethical  issues  surrounding  the  right¬ 
fulness  or  wrongfulness  of  various 
forms  of  sexual  expression  and  em¬ 
bodiment  are  still  being  debated 
within  the  United  Clhurch  of  Christ.”

Living  justly

^  Proverbs  19:l-22:lb 

Prowbs  16-22  contam'iH)eautiful 
collection  d  the  ingredimkpecessary 
for  the  practice  of  wiqd^.  These 
proverbs  are  composed  n^^narily  of 
two  lines  but  more  often  not  the 
idea  in  the  second  line  is  OTiilar  to  or 
an  extension  of  the  idea  in  tEffirst  line. 
The  subject  treated  are  nfnierous,  so 
this  study  will  be  limited  to  four  major 
topics. 

Proper  speech  (19:n|t4)— The 
thoughts  of  the  mind  coMmi  the  out¬ 
ward  exikession  of  the  lipl  id  make  it 
eloquent  and  persuasive'  Courteous 
and  pleasant  speech  enhances  the  ef¬ 
fectiveness  of  the  wise,  making  the 
meaning  of  his  words  clear  so  as  to 
increase  learning.  These  pleasant 
words  are  of  a  comforting  and  soothing 
nature  and  favorably  compared  to  the 
honeycomb.  This  compaison  is  com-* 
mon  in  all  languages  through  history 
for  the  words  of  kindness  always  bring 
strength  and  healing  to  the  bona  of  the 
healer. 

Proverbs  19:7-8,  21  present  the 
power  d  proper  and  improper  speech. 
The  Arab  says,  “Silence  is  the  cover¬ 
ing  d  the  stupid.”  Unfortunately,  the 
fool  all  too  fr^uently  lets  the  doon  d 
his  mwth  blow  op$n  with  the  hot  winds 
d  misinformation  only  to  bring  de¬ 
struction  on  himself  and  others. 
Speech  is  the  index  d  one’s  mind .  With 
the  tongue  men  may  curse  and  break 
human  hearts,  destroy  reputations, 
promote  discoid  and  strife,  and  set 
families,  communities  and  nations  at 
war  with  it  Or  with  the  tongue  men 
can  bless  and  communicate  happi¬ 
ness,  dispel  sorrow,  remove  despair, 
cheer  the  fainthearted,  inspire  the  dis¬ 
couraged,  and  say  scores  of  other 
things  to  uplife  mankind.  Socrates 
said,  “Speak  that  I  may  see  thee.” 

Proper  relationships  (17:5,  15, 
22)— Our  compassionate  Christ  taught 
that  the  care  d  the  poor  is  a  way  d 
baioring  God  (Matthew  25:31-49).  De¬ 
lict  in  other’s  misfortunes,  even  those 
d  enemies,  is  a  most  detestable  form 
,d'selfishn^  and  malice  (Proverbs 
24:17).  Perhaps  the  church  of  the  Bible 
Belt  needs  to  reevaluate  her  definition 
d  the  poor,  as  well  as  her  approach  to 
minis^  with  the  poor.  There  is  a  dif¬ 
ference  between  a  cold  hand  out  and  a 
cerapasskmate  helping  hand. 

Integrity  in  jud^snt  is  encouraged 
in  verses  15  and  23.  It  matters  little 
whether  or  not  the  case  is  in  the  court- 
rdoms,  classroom,  churefaroom,  or 
cMaet,  men  wrestle  with  honesty  when 


money  or  relationships  doud  the  pur¬ 
ity  d  the  picture.  God  calls  for  right  to 
stand  victor  oyer  wrong  in  the  deci¬ 
sions  d  his  people. 

Proper  w^  (19:24;  28:4, 13)— The 
author  sarcastkally  presents  a  man 
who  is  so  lazy  he  goes  to  sleep  while 
trying  to  get  food  ^m  the  table  to  his 
mouth  (v.  24).  This  same  sluggard 
never  wwks  when  he  is  supposed  to; 
ye  t  he  looks  for  a  crop  ( 20 : 4 ).  He  knows 
whathe  wants;  yet  he  lacks  the  energy 
and  planning  to  work  for  it. 

In  the  face  of  laziness,  the  Proverbs 
encourage  man  to  rise  early  and  go  to 
work  (20:13).  Paul  tells  the  Cluistians 
at  Thessalonka,  “If  anyone  will  not 
work,  neither  let  him  eat”  (I  Thes- 
salonians  3: 10).  Today  some  peopledo 
not  work  because  they  cannot  find 
work  or  cannot  work.  The  people  d 
God  have  always  been  encouraged  to 
assist  these  poor .  Others  are  too  lazy  to 
work  and  Paul’s  admonition  still 
stands  true.  May  grant  Duistians 
the  wisdom  to  kngw  the  difference. 

Prayer  coacera  (21:3,  13)— God  is 
not  ddighted  witt  cash-filled  odlec- 
tion  [dates  passed  by  pompous  preten¬ 
ders.  He  is  not  impress^  with  the 
latest  clotiiing  fads,  for  be  does  not 
look  for  labels,  twt  for  the  condition  d  ’ 
the  heart.  The  wise  man  d  God  pon¬ 
ders  the  Word  d  God  and  enters  his 
world  to  do  good,  to  understand  the 
misunderstood,  to  overlook  the  mis¬ 
takes  d  the  mistaken,  to  love  the  un¬ 
loved  and  to  forgive  the  unforgiven. 
For  in  so  doing,  he  compassionately 
responds  to  tbe.cries  d  the  poor  with 
godly  judgment 

Tto  lesson  encourages  the  man  d 
God  to  put  faet  to  his  faith.  When  be 
walks  in  faith,  sevaal  characteristics 
will  surface:  Ms  speech  will  reflect  his 
membership  in  the  family  d  God,  his 
compassionate  vision  will  assist  him  in 
caring  for  the  needy,  his  sense  d  in¬ 
tegrity  will  guide  hto  to  seek  justice 
and  practice  noc^.  Finally,  his  work 
ethic  will  guidem  his  best,  for  he  works 
for  God,  not  man  (Ephesians  6:84i).

I  Samuel  1:1-2:19 

The  story  d  Hannah,  Elkanah,  and 
Samuel  introduces  a  refreshing  chap¬ 
ter  in  the  life  d  Israel.  The  poiod  d 
the  judges,  when  the  spiritud  life  d 
Israel  was  at  an  all-time  low,  was 
drawing  to  a  close.  Samuel  was  a 
judge,  ^t  he  was  also  a  prophet  who 
bro^t  a  new  sense  d  unification  to 
the  nation.  How  this  came  about  is  a 
story  so  simple  that  it  could  happen  at 
any  point  in  time ,  in  any  humble  (Chris¬ 
tian  heart,  in  any  godly  home. 

1.  Aa  encumber^  woman  prayed  to 
God.  It  is  something  d  a  turn-about  on 
the  part  of  society  that  the  barrenness 
of  womb,  the  source  d  Hannah’s  bur¬ 
den  and  prayers,  is  accepted  by  many 
as  a  blessing  and  is  sought  dter  as 
earnestly  as  Hannah  prayed  for  a 
child.  At  the  same  time,  many  a  bar¬ 
ren  young  wife  carries  such  a  tearful 
longing  in  her  soul  that  little  else  can 
bring  true  and  lasting  joy  until  at  long 
last  there  comes  the  blessed  aware¬ 
ness  that  she  is  to  bear  a  child. 

But  In  Haqnah’s  day  an  onpty  womb 
was  looked  upon  as  something  of  a 
curse  from  God  and  a  reflection  upon 
the  individual  as  one  lacting  in 
spiritual  graces.  In  addition  to  this 
bleak  fact,  Peninnah,  the  other  wife  of 
Elkanah,  who  had  borne  children, 
never  missed  an  occasion  to  deride, 
mock,  and  discredit  the  unfortunate 
Hannah. 

Increasing  ha  unhappiness  was  the 
cutting  knowledge  that  not  even  ha 
husband  undastood  her  need  and 
sought  to  console  ha.  He  even  insisted 
that  he  was  wath  more  to  ha  than  ten 
sons.  If  EClkanah  could  have  perceived 
the  truth,  he  would  have  b^  on  his 
knees  with  his  wife  just  as  earnestly 
petitioning  the  Lord  fa  a  son.  Fw  with 
the  birth  of  each  son  this  godly  moth- 
a’s  love  fa  ha  husband  would  have 
increased  ten-fold.  (It  is  a  sad  corn- 
notary  upon  the  sinfulness  of  man¬ 
kind  that  this  is  not  always  the  case. )  It 
should  be  said  to  Elkanah’s  aedit  that 
following  the  birth  of  Samuel  he  did 
join  Hannah  in  ha  prayers  and  high 
purposes  fa  Samuel. 

Unable  to  find  any  encouragement 
from  ha  husband  a  any  otha  human 
soun»,  Hannah  fdt  thatha  only  hope 
was  in  (3od.  She  took  ha  burdened 
heart  to  him  and  thae  “made  ha 
every  petition  known.”  She  was  not  the 
first  na  by  any  means  the  last  to  be 
driven  by  the  despaate  straits  of  life 
to  bow  file  knee  and  seek  the  face  of 
God  in  earnest  praya.  Thae  is  wise 
and  dependable  instruction  in  the  old 
southern  spiritual,  “When  the  world 
withholds . . .  take  your  burden  to  the 
Lord  and  leave  it  there.” 


2.  An  effectual  God  heard  and 
granted  ha  desire.  James  says,  “The 
effectual  fervent  praya  M  a  righteous 
man  availeth  much.”  Perhaps  the 
basic  principle  back  of  this  is  the  fact 
that  the  praya  is  being  directed  to  an 
effectual,  fervent  heavenly  Father 
who  is  always  available  and  whose  ear 
is  always  open  to  the  cries  of  his  chil¬ 
dren.  The  varying  degrees  of  failure  in 
the  lives  of  diristians  perhaps  is  found 
no  more  in  overt  sins  than  in  the 
statement,  “Ye  have  not  because  ye 
ask- not.” 

Hannah  did  ask.  The  favency  of  ha 
prayer  is  attested  to  by  the  fact  that 
she  was  so  agitated,  her  lips  moving 
but  making  no  sound,  that  even  the 
priest,  Eli,  thought  she  was  drunken. 
She  asked  of  (jod  that  which  was  appa¬ 
rently  impossible  in  the  human  realm. 
But  this  soul-burden  woman  had  great 
faith  and  evidently  believed  that  no¬ 
thing  was  too  difficult  fa  ha  (lod.  Fa 
afta  Eli  perceived  the  truth,  he  Mes¬ 
sed  Hannah,,  praying  that  G^  would 
grant  ha  petition.  Then  she  ‘went  ha 
way,  and  did  eat,  and  ha  countenance 
was  no  mae  sad.’  She  discovaed  by 
expaience  a  truth  later  set  down  in 
H^rews:  “Faith  is  the  sabstance  of 
things  hoped  fa,  the  evidence  of  things 
not  seen.”  To  ha,  Samuel  (asked  M 
God)  was  as  real  in  ha  heat  then  as 
he  was  a  year  lata  in  ha  bosom. 

3.  An  exnbaant  woman  expressed 
ha  joyful  gratitade  and  kept  her  vow. 
What  a  great  diffaoice  thae  is  bet¬ 
ween  the  vow  of  Jephthah  and  this  one 
of  Hannah.  Hers  was  a  noble,  spirit- 
induced  promise,  which  included  the 
happiness  and  usefulness  of  every  one 
invMved  as  weU  as  the  glory  of  God 
and  fulfillmeflt  of  his  purposes.  ’Hie 
keeping  of  Jephthah’s  vow,  on  the 
otha  hand,  brought  no  good  to  any  one 
or  any  cause,  brought  an  ealy  death  to 
his  daughta,  brought  remorse  and  a 
broken  heat  which  the  fatha  carried 
to  Ms  grave. 

FulMling  ha  promise  was  fa  Han¬ 
nah  one  of  the  soaces  of  ha  joy.  Un¬ 
like  many  hapless  souls  who  finding 
themsdves  in  the  midst  of  some  of 
life’s  difficulties  utta  vain  promises  to 
God  fa  delivaance,  only  to  promptly 
faget  them  when  skies  ae  bright 
again,  Hannah  discovered  one  of  the 
deepest  fulfillments  of  her  life  in  keep¬ 
ing  ha  vow.  Ha  paean  of  praise  is 
found  in  I  Sam.  2:1-10.  Please  read 
this.

•  Psalm  1:14;  Proverbs  14:5, 12, 21; 

19:8;  Micah9:8 

The  National  Bureau  of  Standards  is 
a  fedaal  agency  in  the  Depatment  of 
C^ommace  that  establishes  accurate 
measurement  standads  fa  science, 
industry,  and  commerce.  All  mea¬ 
surements  made  in  the  United  States 
depend  upon  national  standards  kept 
at  the  bureau. 

The  Bible  serves  as  our  standard  fa 
righteous  living.  Old  Testament  writ¬ 
ers  were  convinced  that  God  had  pro¬ 
vided  fixed  guiddines  accading  to  his 
law.  To  live  by  these  principles  would 
lead  to  prosperity  and  haf^iness.  To 
reject  them  was  to  invite  dieter.  The 
BiMe  provides  dea  instruction  con- 
coning  the  ideal  man  who  will  live 
justly  and  righteously  undo  God. 

I.  The  Meal  man  will  make  God’s  law 

Us  standard  (Psalm  1:14) 

This  psalm  serves  as  a  prologue  to 
the  Psalter.  Many  scholas  believe 
Jesus  used  this  passage  as  the 
background  fa  his  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  (Matthew  5-7). 

The  Kingdom  man  will  avoid  the 
downwad  progression  of  sin.  He  will 
watch  his  direction  and  ignore  advice 
from  evil  men.  He  will  protect  his  Id- 
sae  time  and  not  loita  with  habitual 
sinnas.  He  will  caefully  select  his 
friends  and  ref  use  to  sit  with  those  who 
mock  and  scorn  God. 

His  heat  is  dsewhae.  His  ddight  is 
in  caeful  study  and  meditation  on 
God’s  word.  As  a  result  he  will  be  like  a 
tree  transplanted  from  the  arid  desert 
to  the  rich  soil  near  a  life-giving 
stream  of  wata.  The  result  will  be 
positive  growth  and  a  beautiful  ha- 
vest. 

The  ungodly  have  no  such  stability. 
They  are  Mown  about  like  the  wa^ 
less  chaff.  Because  of  their  rootless¬ 
ness  and  thdr  fruitlessness,  they  have 
no  futae  value.  It  is  the  righteous 
man,  who  through  obedience  a^  faith, 
will  gain  the  approval  of  God.  He  will 
consistoitly  follow  God’s  standards, 
n.  Tbe  ideal  man  wiD  foUow  tbe  prac¬ 
tical  guidelines  of  scripture. 
(Preverbs  14:5, 12, 21, 19:8). 

He  is  a  man  wto  speaks  words  of 
truth.  He  is  a  persmi  M  honesty  and 
integrity.  He  can  be  trusted  in  a  out  of 
the  ooatroom  (14:5). 

He  seeks  the  propa  direction  in  life 
and  does  not  chooM  a  path  that  will 
lead  to  destruction  (14:12).  From  a 
New  Testament  perspective,  followers 
of  (3irist  were  call^  pei^le  of  “Tte 
Way.”  Jesus  himself  said,  “I  am  the 
way.”  Hie  ideal  man  will  follow  God’s 
way. 


He  will  also  demonstrate  kindness  to 
his  neighba  and  help  those  in  need 
(14:21).  God  will  rewaiitl  gracious  acts 
toward  those  less  fortunate.  To  spite 
one’s  neighba  is  to  sin  against  (xod. 
“Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighba  as  thy¬ 
self’  (Uviticus  19:18). 

The  ideal  man  will  not  equate  hap|M- 
ness  and  success  with  w^th.  G^’s 
standard  teaches  that  spiritual  wealth 
is  supaia  to  material  wealth  (18:7). 
The  poson  who  makes  a  bare  living 
but  walks  with  God  and  has  his  mind  at 
peace  is  more  successful  than  tbe  one 
who  piles  up  millions  of  dollars  and 
sacrifices  his  conscience  to  do  so. 
Righteousness  will  always  rank  above 
ridies  in  the  life  of  a  Kingdom  man. 
III.  The  Meal  man  takes  serisusly 
(jod’s  demand  far  justice  (Dficab 
9:8). 

In  this  passage  God  is  speaking 
through  his  prophet  MBcah  and  he  has 
a  controversy  with  his  people.  In  mod¬ 
ern  language  we  could  say  God  has 
filed  a  lawsuit  against  his  people  be¬ 
cause  righteousness  was  lacking. 
They  may  have  fdt  “not  guilty”  be¬ 
cause  they  had  been  going  tturaugfa  tbe 
motions  of  worship.  But  God  expects 
fa  more  than  outward  conduct  There 
must  he  inward  cfaaacta. 

In  response  to  the  rhetorical  ques¬ 
tion,  “What  does  God  require  of  us?,” 
the  prophet  gives  a  three-fold  answa. 

They  wae  to  be  (1)  just  (fair)  and 
(2)  merciful  to  others  and  (3)  walk 
humbly  before  God.  The  first  two 
pants  relate  to  the  last  six  command¬ 
ments  concerning  man’s  relationship 
to  man.  The  last  impaative  requiring 
'  humility  rdates  to  the  first  four  com¬ 
mandants  conconing  man’s  rda- 
tioRship  to  God.  God  cannot  do  much 
with  a  man  who  thinks  more  of  himsMf 
than  he  does  of  God. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  today  is  fa 
(Jod’s  peo|de  to  get  back  to  righteous 
living  before  a  HMy  God.
